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ABSTRACT 

PURPOSE- TO achieve the health promotion and recovery from fatigue of the 
person wearing the spectacles by disposing magnets and radioactxve material 
of uranium base or thorium base having wealc radioactivity to the temples or 
frames or both of the spectacles. 

CONSTITUTION: Magnets 2 are disposed to, for example, the temples 1 of 
spectacles, in the directions where their N and S poles attract to each 
other or repulse from each other, weak radioactive materials 3 of uranium 
base or thorium base are disposed and fixed therebetween. Or it is equally 
well to bury the magnets 2 or radioactive materials 3 or both m the 
temples 1 made of synthetic resin at the time of manufacturing the temples. 
It is equally well to beforehand mix the powder of radioactive materials in 
the synthetic resin being the raw material for the temples. Thereby the 
health of the person wearing the spectacles may be promoted or he may be 
recovered from fatigue.
